PERSIAN WEAVERS. 


The Way the Carpets Are Made by the 
Hand Workers. 
In describing Persian industries Mrs. 
Hume Griffith, in "Behind the Veil in 
Persia and Turkish Arabia,” tells how 
the beautiful carpets of that country 
are 
made, 
of 
course 
without 
ma­ 
chinery of any kind. 
The warp is 
stretched on a loom, which is merely 
a frame. 
The w oof consists of short 
threads woven and knotted by hand 
without the ald of a shuttle. 
When a 
row is finished it is pressed tightly to 
the rest o f Hie web by means of a 
comb inserted into the warp. 
"The weaver does not see the pat­ 
tern as be works, for be sits with the 
reverse side of the web toward him. 
The looms are generally kept in an 
underground vaulted room, often with 
water running through the center. 
At 
each loom three or four workers sit. 
ar. nilling to the size of the carpet. 
Sometimes the workers consist of one 
man and two children, and occasional-

Government Not to Engage in Pro- 
i 
gram to Apply General Prohibi- 


I 
tion— Discretion Left to Johnson 


The much mooted liquor question 
is much discussed at this time and 
the follow ing in regard to the part 
the governm ent is taking in closing 
saloons in Hie so-called Indian coun­ 
try vs ill bo read with interest by Nor­ 
thern Minnesota people: 
The provisions of the old Indian 
treaty, w hich, if literally carried out, 
would close the saloons of M inneapo­ 
lis and St. Paul, w ill not be invoked 
according to Richard A. Ballinger, 
secretary of the interior. Tills sta te­ 
ment was contained in a letter from 
Secretary Ballinger, 
addressed 
to 
the office of the governor in St. Paul 
and w ritten in response to a request 
for inform ation from John W. ('ar!. 
an Indian lawyer at the Cass Lake 
' indian reservation. 
At 
the same time Mr. 
Ballinger 
says that the prosecutions on tile in ­ 
dian reservation, started by W. E. 
Johnson, will lie continued. 
Mr. Carl had submitted live rea- 
' sons w hy the prosecutions brought 
by Mr. Johnson on the Indian reser­ 
vation to prevent tile sale of liquor 
should be discontinued. 
Mr. 
Carl s 
letter w as originally addressed 
to 
Governor Eberhart and subm itted by 
1 bim to Hie secretary of the interior 
for a ruling. 
His first reason w as that the local 
authorities had licensed the saloons, 
and that, the saloons having been li­ 
censed. the government had no right 
to insist upon putting them out of 
business. 
Mr. Ballinger holds that 
tile mere payment of the internal 
revenue tax gives no right for the 
conduct of a saloon, if otherw ise con­ 
trary to law. 
The second reason given by Mr. 
Carl was that the old treaty prevent­ 
ing the shipm ent of liquor into the 
reservation was for the protection of 
' the uncivilized Indians and of the 
new settlers. 
He says these condi­ 
tions have now changed. 
Mr. Bal- 
t linger holds that w hether these con­ 
ditions have changed or not, the law 
remains the same and should he en ­ 


forced. 
Mr. C a rls third reason is that in 
the incorporation of the tow ns and 
villages the legality of the saloon 
business was never raised. 
Mr. B al­ 
linger over-rules this 
reason 
also, 
holding that the fact that the ques- 
: tion was not raised has no bearing 
on the law. 
As a fourth reason Mr. Carl holds 
that since the Indians were allot­ 
t e d their lands they have become 
citizens of Minnesota, and that spec­ 


ial police regulations cannot be in­ 
augurated against them. 
Mr. B al­ 
linger quoted th e supreme court de­ 
cision of Judge Amidon, and says that 
the question w as never raised in the 
courts, and therefore the laws should 
he regarded 
constitutional 
unless 
otherw ise declared. 
Mr. Carl advanced the fifth reason 
that violations o f the treaty still con­ 
tinue under 
the special provisions 
made by W. E. Joh n son ’s special pro­ 
visions saloons have operated at W a­ 
dena. Detroit. Fosston. Brainerd, Cass 
Lake, Walker, 
Bemidji 
and 
other 
places. 
It 
was this objection that drew 
forth Mr. Ballinger's statm ents rela­ 
tive to the operation of the treaty on 
Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
The ter­ 
ritory involved in the treaty includes 
that section of M innesota in which 
M inneapolis and St. Paul are located. 
Mr. Ballinger holds that if the law 
were applied to these cities it would 
mean the governm ent is engaged in 
a program to apply general prohibi­ 
tion. 
He draws the further conclu­ 
sion by inference, that under the cir­ 
cum stances the special agent has the 
right to use discretion in Hie applica­ 
tion of the provisions of the treaty.
